The Parisian municipal authorities 
re paving several streets with glass 
bout twelve months ago the inventors 
f this process weie accorded peimis- 


sion to lay down their glass pavement 
in 
certain ' thoroughfares

tion that, should the new material not 
be found to answer at the expiration of 
a specified time, the streets thus ex- 
peilmented upon were to be repaved in 
the old style at the Inventors' expense. 
The paving has evidently given Balls- 
faction, since the municipal council is 
laying down thp glass in several of 
the busiest thoroughfares of the city 
The vitreous paving-stones are made 
of powdered glass, which is baked un- 
rtil it becomes almost fluid, then com- 
pressed by hydraulic machines, and 
cut into cubes to facilitate the laying

Remove the Spots. 


The most troublesome of stains m 


the days of white and light-colored 
waists is ink, and salts of lemon is one 
of the best preparations for eradicating 
ink spots. It can be bought at a drug- 
gists's and dusted on, renewing as it 
becomes darkened, until the stain is 
faded out. It is also possible, however, 
m the case of white goods, to use an 
acid directly. Oxalic acid, the same so- 
lution as is used in cleaning copper, is 
good; so is lemon juice. The fingers 
should be kept from contact with ox- 
alic acid. For this reason the "cleaning 
kit" should always contain a tooth- 
brush for scrubbing soiled places in 
fabrics. To remove inkstalns with acid, 
first pour a few drops of ammonia on 
the spot; then add the aold. and scruh 
with the toothbrush; afterward rinse 
well. Dry as much as possible with 
clean blotting paper. 


To remove iron rust put a single, drop 


(no more) of muriatic acid on the stain 
spreading it over lightly, to cover the 
whole spot. In a short time the spot 
will turn a light yellow; now rinse tni* 
place up and down, lightly. In a basin 
of water. Repeat the acid and water 
treatment until the stain is gone, then

Anna Hill Rescued From Poor Farm 


After Living There For Twen- 


ty Eight" Years. 


GOES TO A 
WEALTHY 
biSTER. 


Where She Will 
Spend 
Remaining 


Days in Comfort. 


Feeble-minded and 
penniless, and 


once an heir to 1200 acres of land, Miss 
Anna Hill remained an Inmate of the 
county poof house for twenty-eight 
years and at last has been found by 
a long lost sister and has been remov- 
ed from the poor farm and taken to a 
comfortable home. 


This is the remarkable story of one 


of the old inmates of the Macon county 
poor farm. Miss Hill had been at the 
institution probably longer than any 
of the other Inmates but she has at 
last been taken away and her declin- 
ing years will be spent in comfort un- 
der the roof of a kind hearted sister 
who could not bear the Idea of the un- 
fortunate woman remaining an inmate 
of the county institution. 


Steward KIrkman knew that 
Miss 


Hill was a person who was well con- 
nected and that she was the daughter 
of a man who at one time 
owned 


two sections of farm land. Miss Hill 
was not just right in her mind and 
she never got her share of the estate 
or at least she did not get much use 
of it for the poor farm was the only 
house which' opened Its doors to her. 


She has a sister living not far from 


Decatur but the sister, the steward 
says, has never even called to see Miss 
Hill or even made Inquiry about her 
welfare. The coor woman remained 
at the farm yenr after year and for 
more than a quarter of a century was 
a county charge. 


About two weeks ago the steward 


received a letter 
from Mrs. Mary 


Johnson, the widow of a farmer living 
n Kansas. It was not known that Miss 
Hill had a sister in that state. Mrs. 
Johnson in her letter to the stewarfl 
said that she kenw her sister had been 
unfortunate and thought she was In 
some Institution but that her husband 
would never allow her to bring the un- 
fortunate woman to her home. 


"Now my husband is dead," wrote 


Mrs. Johnson, "and I can bring my 
sister to my own home and give her 
assistance and share with her while I 
nm living and have something to share. 


"I could never face my God if I died 


knowing that I had left my unfortun- 
ate sister in the county poor farm so 
far away from me." 


Mrs. Johnson wrote that 
she had 


earned that Miss Hill had been at the 
county poor 
farm for 
28 
years 


and she wanted to know how much 
it would cost to get her out. Mrs. 
Johnson seemed to think that she 
would be called upon to pay her sister's 
board for twenty-eight years and she 
reared 'she would not have enough 
ready cash to do It. 


Counting that board was worth only 


$3 a week the sum total for the twen- 
ty eight years would be something over 
$4,000 it is not surprising that this 
expenditure seemed 
appalling. 
Mr. 


KIrkman wrote back to the sister that 
the only cost would be the price of a 
railroad ticket from .Decatur to Kan- 
sas and Mrs. Johnson at once forward- 
ed the amount. 


Miss Hill left the poor farm last 


Thursday and word has been received 
stating that she arrived safely. 


An old woman named Gorin who has 


been at the farm for a long time has 
also been taken away. Some of her 
relatives In Nebraska sent for her.
